Dr. Bell, like His Father, Was Interested 


111 ECl'orts to Instruct Deaf Mutes—While 
Engaged In Tills Xlno «f Work the Tele- 
phone Was Suggested to His aHnd. 


The Klory of how the telephone casnfe 


to be invonred was lolcl by Dr. Alexan- 
der GrsJiaia Cell during his attendance 
on tho meeting of the American Associ- 
ation to Promote the Teaching of Speech 
to the Deaf, held at Mount Airy. Dr. 
Bell's father was nn elocutionist in 
England and well known as a corrector 
of defects in utterance, as his grandfa- 
ther had also been. His father had de- 
vised a method of representing the ac- 
tion of the vocal organs by symbols, 
similar to those used in chemistry. In 
like manner letters representing theTa^ 
nous organs of speech, with figures at- 
tached indicating the positions of those 
organs, would represent certain sounds 
or spoken words. A person placing his 
tongue, teeth, lips and palate in thfrpo^ 
sition indicated by a certain formula 
would produce a definite tonncl. The 
use of such a system for the instruction 
of deaf mntea was not overlooked by 
Dr. Bell's father, and experiments were 
made in a little school in London. Dr. 
Bell became interested in the subject 
and developed a method of teaching the 
deaf to speak. His father had lectured 
in this country, and in this way the 
system had come to the knowledge of 
t'he deaf and dnmb institutions* in Bos- 
ton an* of the prominent educators in 
that city, and in 1871 the board of edu- 
cation invited Dr. Bell to see what he 
conld do in the Boston Sohool.U'or the 
Deaf. He accepted the invitation and 
pnttheBystsem in practice therewith 
very greut success, and it, was intro- 
duced in ons institution after another 
throughout tbe country, .- • 


Dr. /Bell did not at that time" believe

WHALES AND PORPOISES ARE SOME- 


TIMES PAINFULLY SOCIABLE. 


Omul Katnred Dol>, an Acqalatance on the 


Florida donat—SOBWJ Interc'stlng 3Sxp«*rl- 
eur.es Wlt'li Whales-In th« PauiHc pvean. 


Travelers • uj> and down tho coast of 


Florida will remember u certain por- 
poise that for years, and up to 1881 in 
the remembrance of the writer, -paradecl' 
tip and clown a quarter section of the 
Florida peninsula. He •vras known as 
Bob, and though he rarely answered to 
Jiis name he was well huowu to all sail- 
ors in those parts. Bob was recognized 
by :t peculiar cut in his (Jorsaliln, giv- 
ing it the appearance of having a win- 
dow in it. Some thoughtless passenger, 
wishing to practice on all animate na- 
tnre with his revolver, had inflicted this 
injury, and the porpoise apparently was 
very prond of it. In iray event, it was 
exhibited at ovory opportunity to the 
occupants of passing vessels. It would 
conic near tho vessel, follow it ut times 
or gambol about tho bow or stern, but 
its chief position was about 100 yards 
away, .within good riflo shot, where it 
would swim along parallel with tho 
course of tho vessel, n tempting target 
to marksmen. So in the course of time 
Bob's back became seared and scarred, 
and if current report was valued at any- 
thing he carried in his blubber not a 
few onnce.l of lend—forcible romi iders 
that porpoises as well as alligators have 
no rights that are respected on the Plor 
idn coaot. 


In the Pacific some whnlas are very 


friendly, especially off the ooust of Los 
Angeles county, Cal., whore ou more 
thai) ono occasion they have astonished 
if not alarmed sailing parties who Lave 
been becalmed. These whales, it should 
be Haid, are perfectly harmless, 
and 


their attentions are merely from curiosi 
ty, but tc- have several of these huge 
creatures from 40 to GO feet long float 
ing about iu close proximity is not alto- 
gether pleasant. What is supposed to be 
tha same whale has earned n reputa 
tiou for friendliness, and during tho 
summer mouths it frequently seems to 
meet a large steamer that p.iics off 
shore, and either follows it along or 
plays about, entertaining the passen- 
gers by spouting. On one trip the whale 
placed itself ahead of tho stoamer and 
swam with it so deliberately that the 
captain was obliged to slow down and 
finally stop, fearing to run into tho huge 
creature. 


Perhaps the most rornarkable instance 


of friendliness ou tho part of whales 
waa experienced by tho owner of a yacht 
that sailed from one of tho southern 
California ports. She became becalmed 
the second day out, and suddenly fonr 
or five large whnles cntno alongside unu 
for several hours amused themselves at 
the expense of the crew, who were a 
good deal frightened, They rubbed their 
backs against the bottom of tho yacht 
and blow and spouted so that the drops 
fell upon tho decks. If the yachtsmen 
had thrown over some, oil or other dis- 
agreeable fluid, they would soon have 
gotten rid of theso companions, which 
only left them whoii a breezo sprang up 
and tbey got wider way. 


Fishermen on the Atlantic coast are 


occasionally troubled with inquisitive 
whales. Quo boat or dory was followed 
for miles, the whole once gently lifting 
it nnd rising beneath it, terrorizing the 
fisherman, who pulled for the shore as 
fast ns he could, the whale following 
\tutil the water began to sljoal. 


Why whales should follow vessels 


might eccm a mystery, but tho solution 
is that in all probability they consider 
the vcssol u companion, another '.vJialo 
of some kind. This was well illustrated 
on the California coast by a .-.vluile 
which evidently took the ship Plymouth 
fpr one of its kind. This wbalti was a 
sulphur bottom, about 90 feot iii length, 
and it joined tho ship off the Golden 
Gate as i« left San Francisco and re- 
mained by it through the entire voyage 
to Eenlejo, South America. 
Tho bis 


fish soon became a miisuuoo. It swam 
alongside in such close proximityckui 
its breath discolored tho paint of 
I be 


ship. Then it would riso gently beneath 
tho keel, which would cut and tear it. 
At other times it would swim along di- 
rectly in front and keep tho crew in 
constant fear of a collision that,.might 
under certain circumstances dismast the 
ship. Tho.men tried almost every device 
they could think of to drivo tho whale 
away. They shot at it with rifles and 
pistols, struck it with pieces of v/ood 
and bombarded it with bottles imd hot 
conls ua it eamo up, but all to no pur- 
pose. It went on "keeping company" 
until the ship finally entered such shoal 
water that it was obliged to sheer off. 
- The sociability of dolphins mid por- 
poises is woll known, their graceful 
gambols about tho prow of vessels being 
a very common sight. No matter how 
rapid the pace, theso attractive creatures 
so time their motions that they pasa and 
rcpasa the flying cutwater with the 
greatest ease. 


The close proximity of snoh large ani 


mala to vessels might suggest a possibl 
danger, yet fatalities are rare and few 
are known.where the whale bus not" 
been attacked. The terrible incident oi 
the Essex is perhaps the only one. Here 
the whalo was run down by (he ship, 
the shock from the contact being so se 
vere as to throw.'tho crew to the dech 
and almost dismast tho vessel The 
•whale swam oif and a fow momenta 
later the lookout cried ont that it w& 
coining for them on the surfur;-. The 
animal was inspired by revcn;;r, ,-aul at 
full speed struck the ship in tli'.- i, JK PC 
powerful a blow that the bow wns cva.ih 
ed in, and tho vessel went to tho bot 
tom ten minutes later, leaving the moo 
in boats 700 miles from the const ol 
South America. A survivor of the acci- 
dent still lives in the little towji of San- 
ta Monica, Cal.— Cor. Now York Post.
